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REMARKS 

Applicants have amended the Specification to address the Examiner's objections. 
Support for the amendments to paragraph 84 on page 20 may be found, for example, in 
paragraph 88 of the same page (i.e. page 20) 

Claims 1-11, 18-30, 32-34 and 41-66 are canceled without prejudice. Applicants 
reserve the right to pursue the canceled Claims in related applications. Claims 12, 13, 14 
and 16 are amended to convert them into independent claims by incorporating features of 
canceled Claim 1. Claim 15 is amended to correct typographical errors. Claim 31 is 
amended to convert it into an independent claim by incorporating features of canceled 
Claims 18, 24 and 32. Claims 35-37 and 39 are amended to correct their dependencies. 

Applicants submit that the amendments are supported by, for example, the 
originally filed Claims and that no new matter is presented by these amendments. 

Objections to the Specification are Obviated 

The Examiner has objected to page 2 (paragraph 6), page 20 (paragraph 84) and 
page 30 (paragraph 129) of the Specification. Applicants have amended these paragraphs 
to address these objections. Support for the amendments to paragraph 84 on page 20 may 
be found, for example, in paragraph 88 of the same page (i.e. page 20). 

The Office Action also requires status updates of referenced US application in 
paragraph 0125 of page 29 of the Specification to be updated. Applicants have updated 
the status of the US Application as required. 

Applicants submit that no new matter is presented by these amendments and that 
the above objections are obviated by the amendments. 
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Objections to the Claims are Obviated 

The Examiner has objected to Claims 9 and 51 . Applicants have canceled Claims 
9 and 51, thereby obviating the necessity to amend these Claims. 

Claim Rejections under 35 U.S. C §112 

Claims 49-66 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. §112, second paragraph, for allegedly 
being indefinite. Applicants have canceled Claims 49-66, thereby obviating the 
necessity to amend these Claims. 

Claim Rejections under 35 U.S.C. §102 

Claims 1-11,1 8-23 and 43-47 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) for allegedly 
being anticipated by Kacian (1994). 

Applicants respectfully disagree with the Office Action. However, solely to 
expedite issuance of the other Claims, Applicants hereby cancel Claims 1-11, 18-23 and 
43-47 without prejudice. Applicants reserve the right to pursue the canceled Claims in 
related applications. 

Claim Rejections under 35 U.S.C. §103 

Claims 24-30, 33, 34, 41, 42, 48-54, 57, 58, 65 and 66 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. §103(a) for allegedly being unpatentable over Kacian (1994) in view of Lockhart 
et al. (2000). 

Applicants respectfully disagree with the Office Action. However, solely to 
expedite issuance of the other Claims, Applicants hereby cancel Claims 24-30, 33, 34, 41, 
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42, 48-54, 57, 58, 65 and 66 without prejudice. Applicants reserve the right to pursue the 
canceled Claims in related applications. 

Other Objections 

The Examiner, in summarizing the Office Action has objected to Claims 12-17, 
31, 32 and 35-40 for depending on rejected Claims. Applicants have canceled the 
rejected Claims without prejudice and have suitability amended Claims 12-17, 31 and 35- 
40 to remove their respective dependencies on the rejected claims. 

Objections to the Drawings 

Applicants hereby submit a new set of formal drawings in order to comply with 
the required specifications.
